March Chiefs Report 2012 



Department lays groundwork for UAS use by law enforcement 



Utilizing unmanned aircraft for law enforcement purposes may appear to be a 
new trend. However, it began in Arlington years ago and has taken extensive 
coordination and networking to reach this point. The Department will soon 
receive two Leptron Avengers and is preparing to utilize this innovative tool. 
The Arlington Police Department has been at the forefront of the emerging 
industry of Unmanned Aircraft Systems (UAS) and is establishing a blueprint 
for other law enforcement agencies to do the same. 

How the Department initiates unmanned aircraft into law enforcement lays 
the groundwork for the way this device is received across the nation. It is 
important that the agency builds on this solid foundation and sets the standard 
for law enforcement use of unmanned aircraft. There have been some detractors, who are 
uninformed. The only way to address the concerns of civil rights groups and small aircraft 
pilots is by being transparent about how this program is operated. For that reason, expect 
to see news coverage and other public information about the Department's UAS program. 
In addition to being a tool for public safety, the Department bringing unmanned aircraft to 
Arlington is also the catalyst for the creation of the Unmanned Aircraft Systems Consortium, 
which met for the first time this week. The Consortium is a collaboration between the Center 
for Innovation, the City of Arlington and the Arlington Police Department to create a 
strategy for unmanned aircraft development and production in Arlington. At the table are 
leaders for the City, Department, University of Texas at Arlington, Arlington Chamber of 
Commerce and developers of unmanned aircraft technology. Ultimately, the Consortium 
could lead to economic opportunities for the people of Arlington and cycling back to crime 
prevention.

PRIOR BOARD OR COUNCIL ACTION 

On October 27, 2009, City Council approved Resolution 09-328, authorizing the City of 
Arlington to enter into an agreement with the Office of Domestic Preparedness/Department of 
Homeland Security to accept $3,676,519.48 in UASI grant funding. 

On June 28, 2011, City Council was briefed by the Arlington Police Department (APD) on the 
small unmanned aircraft system program to assist in its law enforcement mission. 

ANALYSIS 

The purchase is for two small unmanned aircraft systems. The aircraft systems consist of a 
battery-operated helicopter with video capabilities that provide real-time information to 
public safety. 

The aircraft system is operated by remote control or lap top computer equipped with a stick 
control and will be used for missions including critical incident support, search and rescue, 
forensic photographs and videography at crash scenes, crime scenes, etc. The aircraft shall 
not be utilized for routine patrol. Various Police personnel have completed unmanned 
aircraft system training and evaluation of the Leptron Avenger aircraft as authorized by the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). Ongoing annual license renewal is required through 
the FAA. 



The aircraft as specified is only available from Leptron Industrial Robotic Helicopters Inc. of 
Ogden, Utah; therefore, the purchase is exempt from the competitive bidding statues in 
accordance with the Texas Local Government Code, Section 252.022(a) 7 as sole-source 
procurement. 

FINANCIAL IMPACT 

This is a one-time purchase and includes a one-year maintenance agreement for cleaning, 
inspections, tune-ups, necessary adjustments to video systems, software updates and 
training. Upon expiration of the one-year agreement, additional annual maintenance cost 
($2,500 per aircraft) will be incurred related to this purchase. The projected three-year 
financial impact is as follows:

PRIOR BOARD OR COUNCIL ACTION 

On December 2, 2008, City Council approved Resolution 08-450, authorizing the acceptance 
of FY2008 grants from the ODP/DHS in amount of $3,791,484.17. 

On November 6, 2007, City Council approved Resolution 07-681, authorizing the acceptance 
of FY2007 grants from the ODP/DHS in amount of $3,821,025.00. 

On October 17, 2006, City Council approved Resolution 06-519, authorizing the acceptance of 
FY2006 grants from the ODP/DHS in the amount of $2,568,554.69. 

On November 8, 2005, City Council approved Resolution 05-683, authorizing the acceptance 
of FY2005 grants from the ODP/DHS in the amount of $3,702,711.00. 

DISCUSSION - Urban Area Security Initiative f UASn 

The City of Arlington was designated as a UASI recipient city in 2005. In 2006, Arlington 
was merged with the cities of Dallas and Fort Worth into the Dallas/Fort Worth/Arlington 
UASI Urban Area (UA). In 2009, the Dallas/Fort Worth/Arlington UA was again awarded 
UASI grant funds. 

The core cities of Dallas, Fort Worth and Arlington manage and direct the UASI grant 
process for the urban area. The principal points of contact "PPOCs" for the three "core 
cities" work together to determine funding allocations based on the needs of the core cities 
and regional partners as directed by federal UASI grant guidelines. Assistant Fire Chief Don 
Crowson serves as the City of Arlington's PPOC. 

After an extensive grant process and several meetings with regional partners to determine 
regional security projects, the UASI PPOCs approved funding levels for various jurisdictions. 
Based on this process, the City of Arlington has been authorized to receive $3,278,048.48 
to fund initiatives designed to better prepare Arlington for acts of terrorism. 
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Overall FY2009 UASI funding is being distributed as follows:

MMRS - FY 2009- BACKGROUND AND PROJECTS 

Arlington has been an MMRS grant recipient since 2000. The Arlington EMS System has 
been greatly enhanced because of this funding source. Arlington has developed a 
comprehensive MMRS plan; installed radio communication systems in Arlington hospital 
emergency departments; purchased mass casualty trailers, decontamination trailers, 
pharmaceuticals for terrorist acts, hazardous materials equipment, medical mannequin 
simulators; and funded training for responders. During responses to Hurricanes Katrina, 
Gustav and Ike, MMRS assets were used to provide for evacuee medical needs. This 
ongoing grant program continues to provide improvement opportunities to the Arlington 
EMS System and increases the City's readiness for the medical aspects of a terrorist act or 
natural disaster. Previous year's grant addressed medical system surge capacity, pandemic 
preparedness and mass gathering medical preparedness response issues. This year's grant 
will focus on continued mass gathering medical preparedness response issues and pandemic 
preparedness.

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SHSP - FY 2009- BACKGROUND AND PROJECTS 

Beginning in 2005, the Arlington Fire Department Explosive Ordinance Disposal team has 
been using SHSP funds to improve capability and achieve the status of a Type 1 team. In 
addition to reaching the status of a Type 1 team, SHSP funds have also been used to 
construct a regional training facility that allows teams from across the region and state to 
participate in exercise and trainings in related to ordinance disposal. Training and 
equipment are the basis of new capabilities that every bomb squad should have before they 
are confronted with this type of terrorism. The SHSP funds allocated will be used to conduct 
a three week training course emphasizing "hands-on" practical work and minimizes the time 
dedicated to theory. They aim to build skills and knowledge that will be valuable to 
operational technicians in responding to Category A, Hand-Dismantle and CBRN situations. 
In addition, this training will be valuable for technicians during post blast investigations and 
when conducting routine equipment maintenance. The training and equipment package was 
developed in conjunction with RCMP and military Special Forces experts that have gained 
expertise in Iraq, Afghanistan and other international conflict theatres. The training has 
been presented to a wide variety of Canadian Explosives Technicians, Canadian Military EOD 
Technicians and numerous international bomb technicians including candidates from the 
FBI, ATF, and other international, city and state bomb squads. During training, students 
build intricate skills with the equipment they will use on a call. This training is unique in the 
market place in that no other company offers anything comparable. The training is truly 
cutting edge. It is currently unavailable and unparalleled at institutions such as the 
Canadian Forces EOD School and the FBI Hazardous Device School.

On October 5, 2009, the City of Arlington received a sub-recipient agreement authorizing 
the acceptance of UASI, CCP and MMRS grant funds. In order to receive these grant funds, 
the City of Arlington must return a signed Notice of Sub-Recipient Award and the 
Direct Deposit Authorization by November 18, 2009. If not postmarked by that date, 
the offer of award will be withdrawn.
